Subject Was "Resolved That 
World Is Going To 
Dogs" 

Ample proor that Interest In debat- 
ing and public speaking Is on a high 
plane at McGlll was given Friday 
afternoon in the Union Music Room 
when seventeen Freshmen met in the 
annual Bovey Shield Contest to de- 
bate on either side of the 1 proposition 
"Resolved that tne world Is going to 

the dogs." 

Clarence R. Gross was adjudged 
winner of the contest in upholding 
the negative side of the resolution. He 
attacked all pessimists saying "Wc 
are dominated by a group of blue- 
noses; everybody is too pessslmistic." 
He went on to say that it was his de- 
sire to sound a note of optimism and 
to voice his sincere confidence in the 
future of the world. "Only the carp- 
ers, the sneerers go to the dogs" he 
added. He expressed the belief that 
in every man there is a bit of God, 
and that the sum total of this frag- 
ment of divinity in all human beings 
goes to make up our conception of 
Him. It is therefore Illogical , that 
God's d'vlne purpose In this world 
should go astray. 

Novel Argument 

Graham Gould, in repudiating the 
preposition, took a novel procedure. 
Hs^took as the basis of his. argument 
the statement "By their women shall 
yo Judge them." and he went on to 
trace- the rise of women In the 
hvman scene, as exemplified by their 
rational advancement in style. 

After tracing the rise of Man brief- 
ly from the most primitive days, M. 
E-irgomaster stated, with reference to 
'Ehakespeare and Buny'an: "If we say 
those men led the world to the dogs, 
W3're insulting our own intelligence, 
Our duty Is to - look forward in life 
with hope." J. R. Burt,- moreover, 
emphatically said: :"Wc iprc not wit- 
nessing the toboggan slide "of the 
world." 

Pessimists Numerous 

The pessimists, however, were quite 
w "1 represented too. Leonard Liyerman, 
surveying present world conditions, 
the military situation In Europe, the' 
Manchurlan menace, the financial 
chaos the analogy between our time 
and Imperial Rome at the brink of 
destruction, could not .help but feel 
that :the world was rushing headlong 
to Its doom. The religious situation, 
bigotry and Intolerance were adding 
luel to the heap. Modern apathy, es- 
pecially that at McGlll was a source of 
alarm to E. H. Piper. 

Finer Instincts Gone 
The total absence of -finer Instincts 
in Man, the lack of religious beliefs, 
id degeneracy of modern women, was 
urce of alarm to A. Crellnsten. 
horrible to contemplate," he 
maintained, "that girls of sixteen go 
tea dancing with men twlco their age." 
"Monern literature is ' journalism, 
drama — the movies. There 
ao sense of art and beauty left in 
the world," argued Myer Schectcr.

A tall, slightly corpulent gen- 
thman poked a green-hatted head 
into Colonel Bovey's office Friday 
morning, and greeted, with a hearty 
laugh his life-long friend and com 
panlon in arms during the Great 
War. 

The man was Edmund Burke, 
world-famed Canadian tenor, ac- 
claimed by audiences at' the Metro- 
politan . Opera in : New York, ; at ; the 
Paris Opera, and in Covènt Garden, 
London, now, in what he refers to as 
the mom, discredited business in the 
world"— banking. 

Graduate In Law 
Mr. Burke, , a graduate of tho Mc- 
Gill Law, Faculty in 1900, is on a 
short visit in Montreal. He was one 
of the founders of the McGill Glee 
Club, and director ol the club for 
three years. 

"Newspapermen — not a wordl" he 
declared— but, cornered between Col- 
onel Bovey and the Dally reporter, 
he decided tu sit down and talk 
things over. . ■ • ■' 

His memory roamed to the McGlll 
Gleo Club which ho helped to found 
in 1897, and to experiences during 
the war as unofficial musical direc- 
tor for the Canadian army. 

Colonel Bovéy reminded him that 
he had a habit during the war of 
"kidnapping" soldiers with fine voices 
from other British regiments and in- 
ducing them to Join the second Can- 
adian division, which had built up a 
fine musical organization, thanks to 
his depredations. Mr. Burke was of- 
ficially during the war A.D.C. to Gen- 
eral Sir Henry Blrstall, but his ac- 
tivities were of a varied nature. . 
Too Much Trouble! 
He admitted causing more trouble 
for the Canadian general staff than 
any other three men, and .recollected 
the. time, when in a quandry as to 
how to; get a celebrated Belgian con- 
ductor from London, to Paris, for. a 
special concert, he dressed him in a 
Canadian uniform and brought him 
across with a contingent, of : Cana- 
dian troops.

Under lalsc 
colours. The Dally however Is not 
alone In this crime for , the McGUl 
News, published by.-- the Graduates 
Society, is a companion In sin, having 
done the same thing .for several 
years.-; 

It was learned last night that: the 
coat-of-arms gracing, the top of the 
front page of the Dally is the official 
coat of arms and motto of the Uni- 
versity, and as such may: be used 
only by if- It properly appears on let- 
ter heads, calendars, annourilements, 
and any official notices Issued by tho 
University. It Is the official coat-of- 
arms because it bears the Inscription, 
"Grandescunt aucta làbpre." 

Differs Radically 
The coat of arms which should be 
used by the Dally, and ^.the McGlll 
News consists of a shield on which 
arc superimposed an . open book, with 
a crown on either side, and 'directly 
below it throe martleta;.the whole be- 
ing encircled by ■ a scroll' containing 
the. name 'of the university. 
' In addition to the ahbve there a 
the coat of arms used by the Library 
as a book plate, and by ; the ; Llbrary 
School upon their announcement 
covers. There is also the official seal 
of the University, which is in the 
custody of j the Registrar. The coat . of 
arms and motto are encircled by five 
medallions bearing symbols: of the 
Faculties, all enclosed : in a wreath 
and a band with. ,tbe inscription 
•Unlversltaa Collegii McGlll Montere- 
glo." Thia.form.is never^used. except- 
lng as the official seal of the Univers 
ity upon University- documents' Issued 
by the University as à whôle. *. : 
'T Has Coat: Of Anns . 
McOiil has a coat of .arms, but- no 
cresti In strict heraldic practice, -in- 
stltutlons' may have : coats of arms 
but they never have; crests whlch are 
personal badges.

Dr. Jackson Explained New 

Method Of Inside 

Diagnosis 
— - — 

Dr. Chevalier Jackson, famous 
Philadelphia laryngologlst, addressee! 
a, large gathering of doctors and- ntu- 
dents, in the Biological Building last 
Friday, under the auspices' of the 
Alpha Omega Aplha Society,' on the 
subject, "Post Operative Pulmonary 
Complications.'" The lecture was il- 
lustrated, by lanterns and moving 
pictures. 

Dr. Jackson is the man - who has 
done more than. any" other to. perfect 
bronchoscopy, and through his ef- 
forts many children have been saved 
from death and invalidism. Besides 
his inventions : of . instruments he , has 
perfected many simple and efficaci- 
ous methods -of diagnosis. 

During the presentation of the 
slides, , the lecturer described the 
method he has developed for the re- 
moval of foreign bodies from the 
lungs by the insertion ; of tubes 
through the mouth and which is 
known as ; Bronchoscopic aspiration. 
The ; slides shown demonstrated inter- 
esting cases of obstructions and ab- 
scesses in the lung; the results which 
were evident in the photographs 
taken before and after aspiration 
were explained according to the above 
method.

Rosa Ponselle, 
Soprano 

The music of the Gods, cloaked In the dra- 
matic splendour of life's tragedies and loves— this 
filled the theatre, and carried the listeners up out 
of their seats into some ethereal glory. It was 
Rosa Ponselle singing, in such a manner as Mont- 
real rarely hears, singing to an audience such as 
Montreal rarely sees, a full house. 

Ponselle needed no half-a-dozen songs with 
which to create her atmosphere. A moment's 
Anoentration during the first chords of the ac- 
companiment sufficed, and she launched into the 
opening aria, "O Dlvlna • Afrodlte" with the 
beauty of voice, the studied gesture, and the per- 
fect intonation that was characteristic of every- 
thing she simg right down to her last encore, "O 
Sole Mlo." 

What can words say of her voice that can 
portray its true depths of feeling, its unfathom- 
able richness, its range, and its resonance? 
Technique finds Its origin in voices such as these, 
that Is the intricacies and the coloratura that 
such a man as Rossini imagined, and wrote upon 
paper with the hope that some day it would be 
sung as he Intended. Add to this her ability to 
portray the tragedy that Is" to be found In such a 
song as Schubert's "Der Erlkoenig" or Arehsky'S 
"On Wings of .Dream" and the complete artist Is 
found, the actor-singer, in all the senses this 
might imply. 

To be faithful to the concert, one should 
write a paragraph on each number, but this be- 
ing impossible, -one must pick at random, for 
4 there was little that was muoh better or any worse 
than its predecessor. Among her. first encores, 
Ponselle sang the well known "Carry Me Back*' 
but she Imparted such spirit to this as to make 
It appear an aria from a great American opera, 
rather than one of its simple plantation ballads. 

She was not all tragedy, this singer. For the 
moment, one could hardly imagine that the 
Ponselle who sang the gay Neapolitan Serenade was 
the same one that later cried over the misfortunes 
of' her young one in Sadero's Lullaby. And the 
ul ta- modem "Calaban" to Shakesperian words, sho 
made it wlerd and aboriginal, and by her move- 
ment suddenly reminded one of that strange dancer 
Mary Wigman. "The Night Wind", the Habanera 
from "Carmen"— it is merely necessary to mention 
their names, and the reader can best imagine their 
tendering. In fact the reader would best Imagine 
the entire concert, and then realize that he has 
fallen short of the actuality. 

Mr. Stuart Roes the. accompanist had the dif- 
ficult task of providing a background to a singer 
that demanded an orchestra, and he did it well. 
His own solo interludes were entirely -in -keeping 
with the performance, and were marked by crisp 
playing.

This state of affairs may be directly 
traced to the policy followed by the pub- 
lishing companies. The more editions a 
paolisher can put out of a certain book, 
he will do so, whether it contains anything

nfcw or not. Only this year, there have 
appeared new editions of the Trigonometry 
and Elementary Algebra books used in the 
last years at High Schools and the first 
year at Colleges. To the prdinary person 
thjs may not seem very serious, but it has 
two very definite efféets. ' . 

First it renders obsolete all the "pre- 
vious editions which have appeared," and as 
a result it is practically an impossibility 
to resell them. This alonè entails a hard- 
ship to many studénts. Secondly it is à wéll 
known fact that the greater the production 
and standardization of a good, the lower 
becomes its cost; therefore it may be plain- 
ly seen that the more editions a publisher 
is able to bring forth of a certain book, 
the higher the price will be to the buyer— 
the benefit of mass production being en- 
tirely lost. Thus many books are dearer 
this year although the cost of labor and 
raw materials are considerably, lower.

Orchestra 



CTARTINQ where it left off last year, the Mont- 
real Orchestra opened Its third season yester- 
day afternoon with a program of highly melodic 
Offerings, that brought out its characteristic rich 
tones, well modulated volume, and clear interpre- 
tations. Once again, one must pay tompllment to 
the strings which are better than ever, having Im- 
proved their pizzicato, an early weak point, and 
playing In unprecedented accord. The winds, too, 
after ft patchy beginning caught up to the general 
spirit, and seemed in the end too eager— the brass 
in particular. 

Mr. Douglas Clarke, leading the orchestra, gives 
ry clear, somewhat romantic readings of the 
scores. This Was most discernable in the Cesar 
Franck D minor Symphony, a work which is hard- 
ly to be surpassed for richness of melody. The 
transference of the themes from one section of the 
orchestra to any of the others, very noticeable in 
this symphony, was handled adeptly, never caus- 
ing any sudden harshness and always showing a 
remarkable control. Interpreted thus, the sym- 
phony showed almost too much of goodness, that 
eeems to amass overahejroingly. . -< 

In direct contrast, •' '"the :-\€»tterda^erung. 
Funeral Music, by Wagner, played I .In tribute to the 
late Professor Waugh^made the orchestra ; work 
furiously to achieve the difficult combination of 
sorrow and intense émotion. In this number, as 
in most of Wagner, the strong brass section showed 
its worth. 

There were two more contrasts on the program. 
The Ballet Suite by Lulll was played with a delicacy 
that seemed Impossible to expect of such an or- 
chestra, and gave the wood winds an opportunity 
to come out more clearly and to better avail than 
during any other part of the concert , j In antithesis 
was the last number, the fourth movement of 
Hoist's "Planets", Jupiter. The joyous bustle is 
apparent from the opening note, an. effect which 
demanded all the strength and volume of the 
orchestra. Nevertheless, while most of the instru- 
ments were busy playing the tame theme, in one 
octave or another, they we're not so uncontrolled 
as to drown the chirpings of the occasional wood 
Jidrid. , 
: If the success of this concert Is further built 
up, then this group must become Inevitably a mat- 
ter for civic pride. The orchestra is in the main 
responsible, but there were "one or two details that 
in addition will help to this end. The most Im- 
portant is the addition of program notes, which 
were lucid and instructive, a compliment to "their 
Vriter, Mr. R. de H. Tupper, the secretary -of the 
Faculty of Music, and bassoon player in the or- 
chestra. The second change is in the re -arrange- 
ment of the plàyers, whloh brings more of tho 
different instruments to the fore than was possible 
previously. Good Work, and better prospects!
